THE DBEAD DISEASE. 


•"revention and Control of Diph- 


theria— Official Suggestions. 


We have before us the Diphtheria Cir- 
nlar sent ont by the Illinois State Board 
f Health, from -which we take the follow- 
ng extracts for the information and ben- 
It oE our readers: 


I—ITS PREVENTION. 


If one is subject to catarrh, quinsy or 


nilammatory affections of the throat, 
special care should be paid to the condi- 
on of the general health and to the gen- 
ral hygienic surroundings. There is 
eason to believe, not only that Diphthe- 
a originates spontaneously in such per- 
ons, but that one may, apparently, re- 
over from an attack t>f the disease, only 
o have it break ont again without new 
nfection, when the system is debilitated 
rom any cause. 
During the existence of Diphtheria, 
void crowded gatherings m badly venti- 
ated rooms, as in theaters, public halls, 
nd even churches. This is of special 
mportance during cold weather. 


Secure thorough ventilation and perfect 
leanliness of nurseries, kinder gartens, 
choolrooms and other places where chil- 
ren are cared for. Parents should make 
, their perscnal business to secure these 
n the home and nursery; and to see that 
lose in charge of schools, etc., are also 


mindful of these important matters, 


ihildren are more subject to Diphtheria 
nan adults, and the disease is more fatal 


with them; hence the necessity of these 
recantions on their behalf. 
During the existence of a case of Diph- 
aeria in the neighborhood do not neg- 
eot any soreness of the throat, however 
light, until assured of its harmless na- 
ure by the family physician. 
Unless absolutely necessary, do not 
ome in contact with, or inhale the 
reath of, one sick with sore throat. 


Avoid kissing, or eating and drinking in 
ommon with such sick person. 
Diphtheria has so often appeared where 
ncleanly conditions have prevailed,when 
, could not be traced to continuous 
ropagation by contagion, that its rela- 
ion to filth as a cause may be assumed 
or sanitary purposes. 


It is immaterial whether the filth exists 
visible and disgusting forms, such as 


_e garbage heap, the cess-pool or the 
rivy vault, or the invisible or possibly 
nodorous gases from an illy constructed 
ewer; from decaying vegetables in tlie 
ellar; in the poisonous exhalations from 
IB human breath and body in unventilat- 
d rooms; or in water, milK, etc., polluted 
y sewage or the overflow from earth 
rivies in low, damp localities. All these 
ndoubted causes of ill-health should be 
t once abated. 
Because of the fact stated at the end 
f the third paragraph an adult may, 
when necessary, venture to come in con- 
act with a case of Diphtheria. (In the 
iist year three medical men in Illinois 
.ied from Diphtheria, having contracted 
he disease attending patients.) But no 
hild should ever be PO exposed, either 
ireotly or indirectly. Adults who are 
ompelled to visit such cases should take 
tie precaution to bathe and change 
lothing before again going near other 
hiklren. Children should be prevented 
roni entering the water closet or privy 
nto which Diphtheria discharges are 
brown, even after disinfection. In short, 
liey should be removed at once and defi- 
itely from any possibility of contagion 
uring the existence of a case. 
Cats, dogs, cows, swine, fowls, pigeons 
nd some other birds and animals are 
nown to be subject to Diphtheria, and 
atsil cases among bumiin beings have 
een contracted from them. Avoid, there- 
ore, having anything to do with any o[ 
hese which are'suffering from any throat 
.iseasp. 
Outbreaks of Diphtheria have been 
raced to tlie carriage of the contagion by 
lie wind. Therefore, it is advisable to 
lose the windows and doors, and avoid 
s much as possible that side of a liouee 
which is towards a known infected house 


r locality, especially during the preva- 
ence of high winds from that direction. 


There are no specifics or antidotes for 
)iphthena. The resort to such can do 
no good, and may lead to harm. 


II.—ITS CONTROL. 


Diphtheria, is at times, as virulent and 
ontagious as small-pox. Like small-pox 
t is not always easy to detect its charac- 
er during the early stages. Therefore, 
when one has a sore throat, foul breath, 
with some fever—and especially if thero 
s Diphtheria in the neighborhood—the 
ufferer should be at once separated from 
ill other persons, except the necessary 
attendents until it is ascertained whether 
he disease be Diphtheria (pr.otuer conta- 
;ions disease.) If this prove to be the 
»se. the following precautions should be 
it once adopted, 


The sick room.—The room selected for 


.he siok should be large, easily ventilated 
and as fa- from the living and sleeping 
ooms of other members of the family 
as it is practicable to have it. All orna- 
ments, carpets, drapery, and articlei not 
ibsolutely needed in the room should be 
remove*). A free circulation of air from 
without should be admitted night and 
day—there is no better disinfectant than 
>ure air. Place the bed as near as possi- 
_le in the middle of the room; but care 
should, of course, be taken to keep the 
jatient out of the draughts. 


Pret'autious in the Sick Room,—Ail 


discharges from the nose and month of 
.he patient should be received on rage 
ind immediately burned. 


Attendants.—Not more than two per- 


sons—one of them a skilful professional 
nurse, if possible—should be employed 
n the sick room, and their intercourse 
with other members of the;family should 
>e as much restricted as possible. 


In the event that it becomes necessary 


Jor an attendant to go away from the 
louse a complete change of clothing 
should be m»de, using such as has not 
jeen exposed to infection. 


Miscellaneous—No inmate of the house 


during the continuance of the disease, 
should venture into any public convey- 
ance, or public assmeblage, or crowded 
raiiding, such as church or school; nor, 
after its termination, until permission is 
iven by the health authorities. 
Domestic animals, dogs, cats, etc., 


should not be allowed to enter the room 
of the'patieB^eij better still, should be 
eioladed from the h6Bgei._ 


During the entire illness -tne^ pnv; 


should be thoroughly disinfeotea -ffit'l 
Standard Solution No. 2. 


Care 
After 
Recovery.—Diphtheria 


patients are to be considered dangerous, 
and liable to communicate the disease by 
their breath and excretions, or by contact 
with their persons for a period of forty 
days from the beginning of the disease. 
Sneh a person should not be permitted 
to associate with others, nor to attend 
school, church or any public assembly 
until the throat and any Boree which have 
been on the lips or nose are entirely 
healed; nor until the judgment of the 
attending physiciam (who could certifiy 
to that effect") or of the health officer, 
such association will not endanger others 
Care should be taken that the clothing 
worn by the convalescent has not been 
exposed to the infection, or has been 
thoroughly disinfected. The garment! 
worn at the time of being taken ill shonlc 
be cared for at once, lest others contrac 
the disease through handling them.

Colonel Swope was appointed collecto 
of internal revenue- for the Sevent 
Kentucky district, and resigned in 1883 
Do was an applicant for Commissionc 
of Internal Revenue, but was defeated 
it is claimed, throug-li tho enmity o 
Colonel Goodloo. 


Hun. 
Win. Cassius (ioodloo was born 


in Jladison County in 1S41. His great 
grandfather was General GnJen Clay, 
who commanded a brigade in the North- 
western campaign under General Harri- 
son. In 1 Mil he accompanied his uncle, 
Cassius M. Clay, to Rusiia, where he 
was sent as Minister by President Lin- 
coln. Colonel Goodloe acted as Secro,- 
tary of Legation until 1SIW. when he re- 
turned and joined the Union army n,s 
Assistant Adjutant General of volun- 
teers, serving until 1804, when ho re- 
signed and commenced the practice of 
law in Lexington. In ISOShe was elect- 
ed a delegate to the National Republic- 
an convention, and was appointed a mem- 
ber of the committee to notify General 
Grant of his nomination. In 1873 he 
was elected to the State Senate, and tho 
fallowing winter was nominated by the 
Republican caucus for United States 
Senator. 


Fatal Affray in a Justice's Office. 


LEXINGTON, Va., Nov. 9.—Last even- 


ing, at a magistrate's court held at 
Brownsburg, just north of here, Henry 
Miller, a wealthy farmer, 
appeared 


against Dr. Z. J. Walker, a physician. 
Walker was charged with threatening 
Miller's life. The justice decided to 
place him under bond, and when the 
verdict was announced a row began, dur- 
ing» which 
Miller shot and instantly 


killed Mrs. Walker and her two sons. 
Miller was also shot and is seriously 
wounded. Dr. Walker was riddled with 
bullets, and can not recover. 


Judge Houston, of the Circuit Court, 


has ordered the sheriff and a posse to go 
to Brownsburg, where the excitement is 
great, and more trouble is feared. Tho 
full particulars of the affair can not be 
learned, butit is understood the primary 
cause of the trouble was an alleged in- 
sult offered by Walker to Miller's wife.

.hat German can be acquired in five 
weeks under his tuition. The exercises 
were so thoroughly enjoyable that many 
iidies and gentlemen remained standing 
intil the close, beingnnable to find seats.
